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lo During the period 15 September 1948 - 16 January 1949, the State of Israel 
is known to have acquired 50 MTU#* (Barohini) from Italy * These were pur- 
chased from Ingo Guido Cattaneo of the Cabi firm in Milan through an inter- 
mediary, Agostino Calosi, the former Chief of Italian Naval Intelligence, 

The Cabi firm acquired these vessels from ARAB (Italian Government sponsored 
agency for the sale of -war surplus goods), Calosi is reported to be em- 
ployed by the State of Israel in Italy as a Navy consultant at 100,000 lire 
per month plus expenses* 


2* The Cabi firm 1ms been supplying the Italian Navy with MTMs and SMAs since 
1956-1937. The Mill is a small explosive head one-man motor boat* When in

on order of the Allied forces all weapons of this kind in Italy were gathered 
together for sale at ARAR from the loll owing: Baglietti, Siai, Cabi, Cyanohi
